In the case of Moore and others against the 
Attorney-General and others, in whieh notice 
of appeal has been pending for some time 
from a judgment and ocder of Mr. Justice 
Johnston in favour of the plaintiffs at the 
trial of the action, an application was made 
on behalf of the Attorney-General for leave to 
appeal, together with the “special  de- 
fendints,” consisti of a number of local 
fishermen, whose appeal has already been 
listed. 

he action was originally brought by the 

Jaintiffs—Major R. J. Moore, of the Cliff, 
$ iyshannon, and other members of the Erne 
Fishery Company—against a number of local 
fishermen, and the Attorney-General of the 
Irish Free State, representing the general 
public, for an order doclaring that the 
laintiffs were entitled to a several fishery in 
Phe tidal portion of the River Erne, from 
th: Falls of Asseroe, at Ballyshannon, under 
a I nded Estates Court conveyance of the 
11th March, 1869. 

The defendants denied that the plaintiffs 
were entitled to the several fishery claimed, 
end pleaded that the public had an inde- 
feasi '» right to fsh in the portion of the 
river specified. 

wr. Justice Johnston d--ided in favour of 
the plaintiffs, and made the order sought. 

The “' special defendants ' served notice of 
appeal from the entire judgment and order of 
Mr. Justice: Johnston, and the Attorney- 
General served notice of appeal as to costs 
Oniv. 

The Court decided, however, that the 
**special defendants’’ could not appeal on 
the question of title, and that they could 
appeal only on the question of facts as to 
whether or not they had trespassed upon the 
ficirery. The plaintiffs subsequently applied 
for an order that the “special defendants '' 
should give security for costs; and the Court 
decided that as the Attorney-General had not 
appealed, the *‘ special defendants,’’ by them- 
gelves, could not appeal. 

The present application was made for leave 


to appeal on behalf of the Attorney-General, 


in order that the “ special defendants ' might 
be able to proceed with their appeal. 

Mr. Lavery, K.C., and Mr. E. J. Kelly (in- 
structed by the Chief State Solicitor) appeared 
for the Attorney-General in support of the 
application; and Mr, Jellett, K.C.; Mr. Over- 
end, K.C.; Mr. Phelps, K.C., and Mr. 
Newett (instructed by Mr. R. H. Reid) for 


the plaintiffs in opposition to it. 


UNPRECEDENTED SITUATION. 
As the appeal now stood, said Mr. Lavery, 
real substantial issues in the case would

unprecedented one. The view taken by 
he Attorney-General was that the issues in 
he case were of national importance, and 
that no action or inaction on his part should 
be allowed to prevent those issues being 
finally determined by the Supreme Court. 

The recent decision of the Court had de- 
prived the ‘‘special defendants’’ and the 
public of obtaining, without the active inter- 
vention of the Attorney-General, a decision 
on the public rights involved in the case. 
He thought that under these circumstances 
the only course open to him was to ask for 
leave to come in and serve a full notice of 
S@ppeal. He submitted that under the rules 
of Court there was ample foundation and 
authority to grant the order for extending 
the time, if justice required it. 

In this case, he added, there had been a 
fundamental, misconception of the position by 
ihe Attorney-General, and he submitted that 
ihe motion should be granted so that the 
whole case might be opened to the Court. 
The Attorney-General would be prepared to 
pay the costs already incurred by the de- 
fendants in the case and the costs of the 
motion. 

THE “ SPECIAL DEFENDANTS.” 

Mr, Jellett, opposing the application, said 
that, putting it at the lowest, the Attorney- 
(Jeneral made a very serious mistake, and 
entirely misconceived what the position was 
when he took the view that the appeal could 
go on without him. What ‘really seemed to 
be at the back of the present applica- 
lion was an anxiety to assist the “‘ special 
defendants.”” It was: they who wanted 
this favour and not the Attorney- 
General, although there was no 
suggestion that the Attorney-General 
was in any way prejudiced, He deliberately

except on the question of costs ; 

Mr. Overend followed on the same side.

"BUS STRIKE SCENES 
IN SLIGO. 


Eire Sessions 


From OUR Own CORRESPONDENT. 
S LIGO, á fonday. 

Great excitement, was caused in Sligo on 
Saturday evening when two ‘buses: arrived— 
one containing thirteen men to replace the 
1.0.C. drivers and conductors who are on 
strike here and the other bedding for their 
accommodation. The "buses were garaged at 
the 1.0.C, dépét, around which a large crowd 
gathered. The gate was locked, but after a 
short fime two of the men emerged -and 
walked to a house in Wine street to procure 
refreshments. The proprietor, however, re- 
fused to serve them. The two men, on their 
return journey to the dépét, were joined by 
some of the strikers, and after a conversation 
with them agreed, it is stated, to join the 
strikers. Some of the strikers then had a 
consultation. with the other men in the dépét, 
and it is alleged that ten of them signed an 
undertaking to do no work for the I.0.C. 
while the strike continued, 

Later three men, who refused to sign the 
undertaking, left the dépót and proceeded 
along Lord Edward street, apparently with 
the intention of going to the Railway Hotel. 

HOSTILE CROWD. 

They were escorted by Civic Guards, who 
were compelled to draw their batons owing 
to the hostile attitude of the crowd. Despite 
the efforts of the Guards, the crowd suc- 
ceeded in reaching the three men, and gave 
them a rough handling, and one was badly 
cut about the face and head. The Guards 
eventually succeeded in dispersing the crowd. 
The three men were taken to the Railway 
Hotel, and a short time later announced 
that they would cease work. 

Early the following morning all the men 
left. Sligo. 

At 8 o'clock on Sunday evening another 
[.O.C. 'bus arrived in Sligo with five men 
and a police escort on board. The ’bus was 
garaged in the dépét, and two of the men 
went into a hotel for refreshments, While 
they were inside a large crowd gathered, and 
when they came out sections of the crowd 
made repeated attempts to get at the men. 


BATONS USED, 

The Guards had great difficulty in keeping 
them back, and had to use their batons 
freely. The men spent the night in the 
dépét, and this morning the 8.30 ’bus to 
Dublin left the dépét as usual. This was the 
first "bus to run since the commencement of 
the strike. No passengers boarded it in 
Sligo. This afternoon two ‘buses arrived 
with a police escort, but without assengers. 
The "buses pulled up at the L.0.¢. office in 
Wine street for a few minutes, and then 
drove out of the town again on the Dublin 
road. A large number of Civic Guards were 
on duty in Wine street, and prevented a 
crowd from gathering. 


TWO DUBLIN INQUESTS. 


RAHENY MOTOR CYCLE 
CRASH. 


Sitting with a jury at Jervis Street Hos- 
pital yesterday, Dr. Louis A. Byrne, City 
Coroner, held an inquest on George Fleming 
(27), tramway conductor, 81 St. Ignatius road, 
Drumcondra, who died as the result of a 
motor cycle which he was riding crashing into 
a wall at Raheny. 

Charles Fleming, Nottingham street, stated 
that he was outemotor cycling with his 
brother on Sunday, and when passing through 
Raheny on the return journey he was 20 or 
50 yards in front when he heard the screech- 
ing of brakes and a crash. He looked back 
and saw that his brother had crashed into the 
churchyard wall. He thought his brother was 
travelling about 15 or 16 miles an hour when 
he crashed. He died about ten minutes after 
the crash. His brother had the motor cycle 
about ten days when the accident occurred. 

Walter Fleming, Heytesbury street, another 
brother of the deceased man, stated that five 
years ago his brother George had a machine 
with which he had never had an accident. 
The machine with which the accident occurred 
was new to him. : 

Mr. E. J. Seales, a Raheny shopkeeper 
told how the deceased man, on turning the 
bend of the road, seemed to lose control and 
dashed into the wall, his head being. badly 
injured. 

Ir.. Kennedy, house surgeon, Jervis street 
Hospital, described the serious head injuries 
sustained, and said that death was due to 
shock and hemorrhage following laceration of 
the brain. 

A verdict of accidental death, due to the 
causes mentioned, was passed, 


KNOCKED DOWN BY TRAM CAR. 

Another inquest was opened in Jervis Street 
Hospital on Bridget Hanley (19), of Waverley 
avenue, Fairview, who died yesterday morn- 
ing after being knocked down by a tram cai 
at Marino Mart on the previous Thursday. 

Dr. Kennedy stated that the girl died as 
the result of injuries to the head. 

Pending the result of criminal proceedings, 
the inquest was adjourned.

DUBLIN VICTUALLERS’ 
GRIEVANCE.

Samuel Byrne, presiding, satisfaction was 
expressed at the introduction of the hawker 
tax, but the opinion of the meeting was that 
the amount of the tax was inadequate. 

The victuallers of Dublin, it was stated, 
had a pronounced grievance in this matter of 
hawking. Meat was brought into the city 
from outside places, and, entering without 
Inspection, was vended in competition with 
the meat of city victuallers, who were sub- 
jected to the most rigid public health in- 
spection, while paying the highest trade 
union wages, and contributing a substantial 
sum in rates for the city’s maintenance. 

The Association contends that all meat 
entering the city should be subjected at 
least to the closest inspection.

FURTHER CLAIMS FOR 
COMPENSATION. 

The Civil Service Compensation Committee 
sat at 89 Merrion square, Dublin, yesterday, 
when evidence was heard from two appli- 
cants for compensation on retirement under 
Article X. of the Treaty. Judge. Davitt pre 
sided. » 

John Fleming stated that he wished to 
retire because he was not satisfied that his 
position would be secure if a change 
of government took place. He had been in 
the Post Office service, and in 1922 was trans- 
ferred from Killarney to Dublin. He had 
been suspected of complicity with the Ir 
regilars, but had subsequently cleared him 
self. He was later transferred to the Depart- 
ment of Industry and Commerce. 

Mr. A. A. Dickie, K.C., said that if a 
man was transferred, and appointed to an 
analogous post the salary could not be re- 
duced. If it was promotion it was promo- 
tion to a full post. 

Mr. H. J. Murray, Inspector, Office of 
Public Works, said that he did not object 
to the Government so long as he was treatec| 
in the same way as he had- been treater| 
previously. The whole conditions of service 
had been changed consequent on the change 
of Government. The change was not only 
in his position but in the status of his 
appointment, and he had to travel a greas 
deal rore and had a great deal of additional 
work put on him. He was appointed in 1909 
for land improvement work, land surveying. 
drainage, farming and technical matters. His 
work now brought him into touch only with 
men of very small valuations, and he lost 
the benefit of experience when the work was 
cut down in this way. He wished to retire 
because he thought it better to cut his losses 
and retire on the smaller pension than wait 
until the usual age.

FIGHT.

THE ROYAL JERSEY 
MILITIA.

( By JOHN MACKENZIE SEMPLE.) 


[== hundred and fifty years ago a 
soldier of fortune atid’ 72,000 con- 
scripts, from the prisons of Normandy, 
embarked at Granville to capture the 
neighbouring island of Jersey, whose 
inhabitants were also Normans. Besides 
militia and artillery there were in Jersey 
half of the 78th Seaforth Highlanders 
the 83rd Royal Glasgow Volunteers and 
the 95th iment (raised in Yorkshire in 
1780). In that nine-miles-long island the 
garrisons were in Elizabeth Castle and’ St. 
Helier Hospital in the south, in Mont 
Orgueil Castle in the east, in two barracks 
in the west, and in batteries and guard- 
houses. 

In a stormy, starry night the invaders 
sailed to south-east Jersey, but many were 
driven back, and more were dashed on 
the rocks or drowned in the bay, At 
dawn on the 6th January, 1781, however, 
800 French soldiers landed at La Platte 
Rocque Point, where a battery of four 
guns surrendered to them. Encouraged by 
the local vicar, Lieutenant Robinson, with 
a detachment of the 83rd Foot; victotiously 
attacked the French Jeft guarding the 
ships, but in the desperate fight at the 
Point seven Glasgow soldiers fell. Mean- 
while the French army marched three 
miles to the chief town and port of St. 
Helier, where, at 6 a.m., they shot the 

uards and captured the Governor, Major 

‘orbet, in his bed. They forced him and 
Fort Major Hogge to sign a document 
surrendering Jersey ; but when Corbet and 
a French company went along the tidal 
causeway to Elizabeth Castle, on its isle 
in the bay, Captain Mulcaster there 
cannonaded them hack. Then the French 
posted cannon and flew their flag in Royal 
square—the old market—with its medieval 
church, its courthouse or Parliament 
(built in 1647), its library and gilt statue 
of George II, 


THE DEATH OF MAJOR PEIRSON, 


The man who saved Jersey was but 
twenty-four vears of age, and came from 
Lowthorp, a village in Fast Yorkshire. 
This was Major Peirson (of the 95th 
Foot), who mustered the 78th and 83rd 
and 95th regiments, with five battalions 
of the Jersey Militia, on Gallows Hill 
(now a park), -Forming three columns of 
regulars and militia, he rode at the head 
of one of them for a mile eastward to 
Royal square. The redcoats, with their 
cocked hats and. black gaiters, white 
breeches and belts and wigs, advanced with 
fiying colours and beating drums, drawn 
swords and fixed bayonets. Before noon 
they entered Royal square by five streets, 
and were met by a volley. On charging 
through a lane (now Peirson’s place) 
Major Peirson, shot through the heart, 
gave a cry and sank dead into the arms 
of his Grenadiers. 

The soldiers were rallied by Lieutenant 
Dumaresq, of the Jersey Militia, who led 
a desperate charge near a house (now 
the Peirson Hotel), which bears bullet 
marks of the battle. In a few minutes, 
when their commander was shot dead on 
the courthouse steps, the invaders fled, 
and most of them were captured. The 
slain twenty-six French soldiers were 
buried in the churchyard adjacent. The 
British lost 51 killed and 125 wounded. 
With military honours Maj Peirson 
was buried in a vault beneath the tower of 
the church in Royal square; and the 
Jersey Government erected a tablet— 
bearing his portrait and the battle scene— 


in that church to his memory, In thé, 
courthouse hangs a replica of the famous- 


picture—-painted in 1786—of Peirson’s 
death. The 84rd and 95th regiments were 
disbanded in 1783, but the Seaforths and 
Jersevs are still in the Army list. 


THE WILD MACRAES. 


Seaforth’s Highlanders (78th Regi- 
ment) were raised by the Chief of the 
Clan Mackenzie, in gratitude for his 
restoration to the title of Earl of Sea- 
forth—forfeited by his grandfather for 
raising 3,000 clansmen for the Stuart 
cause in 1715, and in 1719 at the Battle 
of Glenshiel. In the 78th the Chief was 
colonel, and of his clan ygre three 
captains, five lieutenants and the 
chaplain. From the Seaforth estates in 
Lewis Island and Ross-shire came 500 
recruits; and 400 more were raised by 
Ross-shire officers-—-Mackenzies of Apple- 
cross, Scatwell, Kilcoy and Redcastle. 
The 78th was nicknamed ‘‘ The Wild 
MacRaes,’’ because many of the soldiers 
were of the MacRae sept from Glenshiel, 
year the Mackenzies’s island tower on the 
Ross seacoast. Over 150 Lowland Scots, 
Knglish and irish joined the 78th. The 
regiment was 1,126 strong, including 
lorty-lour officers, fifty sergeants, twenty 
drummers and fifers, and two pipers. 

Mustering at Elgin in May, 1778, the 
Highlanders marched down to Edinburgh 
Castle, and, when quartered in Leith, 
they were ordered to India. This order 
was an infringement of their engagement, 
and, they were further dissatisfied by 
arrears in their pay (due to so many men 
having the same name). James Grant 
says that the regiment, in heavy marching 
order, paraded on the Castle Hill, and when 
a captain read the order in Gaelic, the 
ranks broke with a shout and muskets were 
fired. Seaforth displayed the colours and 
harangued the men, and 600 Mackenzies 
marched towards Leith Pier with him. 
Near the Tron Church they were attacked 
by 400 MacRaes with broadswords and 
bayonets; and shots were exchang<d on 
Leith links. With pipes playing and 
two plaids on pikes as flags, the wild 
MacRaes marched by Fdinburgh to 
Arthur's Seat, and on that heathery 
mountain’s lone top 600 deserters 
bivouacked for three autumn nights. 
There they piled arms and posted 
sentinels, being supplied with the 
materials for their camp fires by the 
friendly citizens; but the Glasgow Regi- 
ment, with Dragoons and Fencibles, were 
soon marching against the mutineers. 
Seaforth, however, brought promises of 
pardon and pay to the MacRaes, and led 
them down the hill to Holyrood, where 
they cast their shaggy bonnets up in the 
air with a cheer. 


JERSEY AND INDIA. 


On the same evening the Seaforths 
sailed to the Channel Islands, where they 
were garrisoned for two and a half years, 
Six months later (in March, 1779), when 
a French army in boats tried to land in 
lonely St. Quen’s Bay in West Jersey, 
five companies of the Highlanders, under 
their major, and somo Jersey Militia 
doubled along the seashore, dragging 
cannon t heavy sands, and fired on 
the invaders, who sailed off, 'Three months 
alter with the militia at the 
Battle of Jersey, the 78th went to Ports- 
mouth, whence it soon sailed to East. 
Before reaching St. Helena Seaforth 
died, and at his buriel the vast ocean 
heard the pipes wailing, ' We return no 
more.” Seaforth’s chiefdom and colonelcy 
then went to his cousin, Major Mackengi 
Humberstone, of the 78th, who died 
wounds in a sea battle in 1783. Grief for

Rhodes’s career has been remarkable in 
one feature. He was first chosen 
for his country because of his bowling 
abilities, and was then recognised as the 
best slow bowler of his day. Later, 
however, when his skill with the ball had 
fallen off a little, he developéd his batting 
to such an extent that he was chosen for 
England on that account alone, and 
became, along with Jack Hobbs, the 
opening batsman for England in the Test 
matches. 


A Wonderful Record. 


Opinions will differ as to whether 
Rhodes excelled Dr..W. G. Grace as an 
all-round cricketer, but, if records count 
as a deciding factor, the palm must go to 
the Yorkshire man. 

On no féwer than sixteen occasions he 
accomplished the cdveted ‘‘ double ’’—that 
is, scoring 1,000 runs, and taking 100 
wickets in a season—and several times he 
took his 100 wickets and scored 2,000 runs. 

In 1900 he took 261 wickets, and from 
1919, after he had been playing for York- 
shire for over twenty years, he headed the 
county bowling averages for six years in 
succession. He has taken more Wickets in 
first-class. crjeket than .anv bowler in the 
history of the” yanie. Rhodes’s batting 
feats include the record first wicket stand, 
with Jack Hobbs, of 323 against Australia 
ernst? wine previously; “len 'he'“was 
played primarily as a bowler, he put up, 
with Mr. R. FE. Foster, the record last 
wicket stand of 130 against Australia in 
1903. 


“ Jack Screecher.”” 


A correspondent writes: — While 
shaving the other morning, 1 was dis- 
turbed by a series of wild screams, aid 
on investigating the cause of this un 
seemly disturbance of the peace I found 
that the sounds emanated from a pack of 
swifts, who were wheeling with extreme 
rapidity over the surface of the Dargle 
Hiver. 

As I watched their manceuvres I re- 
membered that swifts are the fastest of 
all bird-flyers, and are said to attain the 
wonderful speed of 200 miles an hour. 
They seem to spend virtually all their 
time in the air, and even eat and drink 
while on the wing. These birds are for 
ever whizzing around at a reckless speed, 
and certainly live a strenuous life, while 
their headlong method of flight must 
often result in their death. 

The story is told of a naturalist who 
went out to shoot a swift for the purpose 
of examination. He came across a 
number of birds and was getting ready 
to fire, when two birds, flying from 
opposite directions, collided with such 
force that one of them dropped dead 
almost at his feet, and he gained his 
specimen without having to kill. 

Swifts return to their old haunts with 
great regularity every year, and their 
advent is eagerly awaited by the country- 
man. They suffer greatly from cold 
weather, and, while their harsh scream- 
ing may upset the sensitive ear, nature- 
lovers are not displeased, as they know 
that it is only heard during warm 
summer weather.

THE ISLAND REGIMENT. 


The Royal Jersey Light Infantry Militia 
comprised the Ist West Battalion, the 
2nd East Battalion, and the órd South 
Battalion. The corps mustered 2,000 
conscripts, whose only pay was a canip 
allowance during their ten trainings. 
Their arms to be stored in t 
twelve parish churches on the island

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| Tulips in St. Stephen's Green. 


St. Stephen’s Green is looking its best. 
The fact that the weather is three weeks 
late is now more advantageous-than other- 
‘wise, as we-have everything together— 
light green trees, budding hawthorn and 
sweeps of ground alight with tulips. 
There are no less than 20,000 tulips at 
present in the Green. They are of every 


are planted in many different designs and 
in combination with various other flowers. 
In the Mangan walk the tulivs range 
from a colour that is almost black to 
white, and here they are interspersed with 
many-coloured wallflowers. Near the band- 
stand orange tulips grow in the mids% 
of wallflowers of a lighter orange, 
rosé-coloured tulips with a delightful wall- 
flower of delicate rose. Near one of the 
bridges a very happy effect has been 
chtained. ‘Tulivs of brightest yellow and 
red grow with bright bachelor daisies 
that rise just high enough to make a 
deep red foundation, which one sees as 
one approaches, without making too solid 
a growth between the delicate straight 
stems. They are bordered by a thick edge 
of white bachelor daisies, which somehow 
give the effect of a bed hemmed about by 
white stones. Standing on the bridge 
and on the Mangan walk one catches sight 
of vistas of gaily-coloured tulips that look 
as if they had been planted out in fields 
in the distance. | 

Turning into the Leeson street walk, a 
| very delightful arrangement catches the 
eye. It is somehow reminiscent of delicate 
china. Tulips of an exquisite deep 
mauve grow between pale yellow wall- 
flowers. But, after all, my favourites are 
the bright red tulips that grow to the 
right as one approaches the Leeson street 
gate. Opposite to them, wallflowers and 
tulips compete in a riot of colour. The 
bright red ones are set in a large bed, 
interspersed with tall forget-me-nots, and 
behind them grows a restful semi-circular 
grove of trees, dark pines, light-leaved 
birches and beeches,

Tron Gates. 


The smallest Irish village has its forge, 
and the ring of a hammer on an anvil 
attracted me to an open shed behind a 
white cottage. Here I found the black- 
smith busy with a long, thin bar of 
iron clamped in a vice; while a second 
man painted a slender iron gate from a 
pot of “ roof red.” Two or three similar 
gates leaned against the wall of the shed, 
and the man who had made them was 
quite ready to talk about them. His 
ordinary trade of shoeing horses has 
diminished almost to vahishing point ; for 
it is the driving horse that most often 
requires to be shod, and such hcrses are 
comparatively rare now, When compared 
with the numbers that passed that way 
twenty years ago. The manufacture of 
plain iron gates for the farmers of the 
surrounding district is now the black- 
smith’s chief business, with an occasional 
order for an ornamental portal for a new 
bungalow. The plain gate is sold by him 
for twenty-seven shillings, of which sum 
he claimed only ten shillings as clear 
profit. ‘‘ No farmer hangs a wooden gate 
nowadays,’ he said. “only a man that’s 
very near bet, an’ he won't hang a gate 
at all.’’

ROTARY CLUB 
DISCUSSION,

Major Sir Charles A. Mander, President 
of the Rotary International for Great Britain 
and Ireland, and Lady Mander were among 
the guests of the Dublin Rotary Club at its 
weekly luncheon meeting in  Clery’s 
Restaurant yesterday, when an interesting 
address on pera and what it means to 
Ireland ” was given by Mr, R. M. Smylie. 


Sir Charles and Lady Mander, to whom pre- 


sentations were made by the President of the 
club, have been on a tour through the South 
of Ireland. 7 

Sir Thomas Beecham’s scheme in connec- 
tion with the League of Opera was discussed 
by Mr. Smyllie, and Sir Charles expressed 
the view that if the Council of the club took 
up the question seriously, it would bring the 
scheme to fruition in Dublin. 

MEDIOCRE PERFORMANCES. 
“Dublin is, or ought to be,” said Mr. 


‘Smyllie, in the course of his address, “ one 


of the most important cities of the British 
Isles. We have more than 400,000 inhabitants. 
We are the capital of a State that is a 
member of the League of Nations in its own 
right. . Furthermore, we are citizens of a 
country that prides itself on its musical tradi- 
tion. 

“ In the vast majority of cases,’ he went on, 
‘‘the performances that we hear in Dublin are, 
shall 1 saw, mediocre. Dublin is worth more 
than that. It is a city that has heard good 
opera in the past. Dublin to-day, however, 
is a city without opera, and it is safe to say 
that, bat for that admirable invention, the 
gramaphone, and the wireless receiving set, 
the great majority of the vounger generation 
would have no idea of what a good opera 
means. 

OPERA A GOOD ADVERTISEMENT. 

‘Good opera is good business. We have 
heard a lot of talk recently about the tourist 
traffic. We never tire of telling the world 
what a fine place Dublin is. We boast about 
our city’s atmosphere, about the Horse Show, 
the Dublin Mountains, Grafton street, St. 
Stephen's Green, and all the rest of it; but 
if we want to attract tourists we must offer 
them something more than beautiful scenery 
und well-bred horses. 

‘Dublin is a capital city, with a high 
artistic tradition. What would you say if 
there were no National Gallery in Dublin or 
no hookshop? It has been said that you 
cannot go into a public-house in our city 
without being stood a drink by a poet. We 
really have a reputation for artistic taste in 
Dublin. We have one of the finest piano 
schools in Europe. Our Feis Ceoil sets a 
remarkably high standard of musical culture, 
and we produce many first-rate musicians. 
But not only have we no opera, we have not 
even a cqneert hall. The much-maligned 
Belfast is ahead of us in this respect. 

“ All that is wanted is a proper start, and 
Sir Thomas Beecham offers that. He offers 
Dublin as good an opera season as can be 
found anywhere in Europe, and all that it 
will cost is 2,500 ten-shilling notes every year 
for five years. nh 

‘“ Tinink of the advertisement that his opera 
would be for the city. People would come 
from far and near to hear it: for opera lovers 
will go anywhere to listen to a decent per- 
formance, 

IF DUBLIN FAILS. 

« “Ne great art is highbrow, if that word 
is taken to mean something that the common 
folk cannot understand. After all, what is 
the test of great art? Simply the sustained 
judgment of the people. It is not the high- 
brows who assure the immortality of a great 
work. It is the ordinary man and woman in 
the street, who probably know nothing what- 
ever of technique and understand nothing what- 
ever about the higher canons of artistic criti- 
cism. ‘They know that they like ‘ Meistersinger’ 
or “Don Giovanni,’ just as they know that 
they like Leonardo’s ‘Gioconda’ or Michael 
Angelo’s ‘David,’ or a Schubert song or a 
Shakespeare play. That is enough. Why 
they like any of these things is another 
matter, with which we need not concern our- 
selves at the moment. You might as well ask 
me why I like a sunset from O'Connell Bridge 
or a forest glade carpeted with primroses and 
bInebells. There is no answer. It just is so: 
and so if is with great art, whether it be 
music or painting, poetry or sculpture. 

‘The League of Opera propose to give you 
the best—to give you opera as good as you 
will hear in the Scala in Milan or the Dresden 
Opera House. If Dublin fails to take its 
place among the other cities in the British 
Isles in support of the Beecham scheme, our 
city will be disgraced. | 

'“ Do not let it be said that Dublin is not 
as keen on music as Sheffield, or Cardiff, or 
Glasgow, or Manchester. Remember that 
music is the most catholic of the arts—that it 
does more than anything else to interpret 
men and races to one another. Remember 
that in opera we have the most popular and 
also the highest achievement of musical art. 
and remember, above all, that it is one of 
your proudest boasts that you give a lead 
in all matters that concern the civic weal.’ 

LACK OF A HALL. 

The President of the Club (Mr. F. M. Sum- 
merfield), who is also Chairman of the Trish 
League of Opera, said he felt aggrieved that 
there was no hall in Dublin large enough to 
house a Rotary International Convention. 
which would have been held in Dublin if 
there were such a hall. Apart from the 
League of Opera, the provision of such a 
hall was necessary in Dublin. 

The President, on behalf of the Club, pre- 
sented Lady Mander with an Irish poplin 
handbag and a scarf of the same material, 
with a Tara brooch, “to make sure that 
she should never lose the scarf.’’ He also 
presented Sir Charles with a Dublin-made 
pipe, because Sir Charles had endeared him- 
self to everyone who had met him at Port- 
rush. 

Lady Mander, returning thanks, said that 
it was not necessary to give her the beautiful 
present, bevause she would never forget her 
visit to Ireland, every moment of which she 
enjoyed. 

WHAT ROTARY CAN DO. 

Sir Charles Mander, in thanking the Club 
for its gift to him, said that he wished to 
support everything that had been said by 
Mr. Smyllie as regards opera. He, himself, 
was a subseriber to the League of Opera. 
He believed that Mr. Smyllie had touched 
a source of help for that cause in the Dublin 
Rotary Club, which was probably more effi- 
cient than any other group of men in the 
city. Rotarians believed that business was 
not the only thing to live for; there were 
other things, and music, to him, was the 
most important of those. 

If the Council of the Club took up the 
question seriously it would bring it to frui- 
tion. The Rotary Club was a school for 
civic life, and as an instance of that he 
mentioned how the energy of one man in a 
rotary club in a town in Devonshire had 
succeeded in obtaining libraries for a wide 
district. 

THE TOURIST TRAFFIC. 

Continuing, Sir Charles said that he would 
like to see a linking up of rotary clubs in 
England and Ireland, and the members visit- 
ing each other’s country regularly. In the 
whole course of his rotary hfe he had never 
received anywhere such a warm welcome as 
he had received on Ireland's hospitable 
shores, and he wanted the members of the 
English Clubs to come over to Ireland more 
frequently and to attend district conferences. 
He suggested, too, that Irish rotarians should 
make concerted visits to rotary clubs on the 
west coast of England and Wales when they 
were passing through on business or plea- 
sure. 

He believed that these visits would be of 
definite advantage to the Irish tourist traffic, 
and that they would bring a stream of 
visitors to some of the beauty spots of the 
world. Their visit to Ireland determined 
Lady Mander that she should come back to 
Parknasilla, and bring her family with her. 
(Applause. )

In the Northern Senate 
last week, Mr. T. J. Campbell, K.C., 
mentioned that films had been released 
recently which were “ fantastic im- 
provisations on vice and crime, and 
urged that the censorship should be 
made more strict upon such produc- 
tions. Lord Charlemont, as leader of 
the House, replied that the pictures 
were passed by the British Board of 
Censors, and said that the Government re- 
garded that supervision as adequate. He 
admitted, however, that some people were 
more sensitive than others. 

Mr. Campbell is a Nationalist Senator, 
but in this matter he has the support of 
the United Council of the Protestant 
Churches, who, at their last meeting in 
Belfast, had it under consideration, and 
appointed a committee to co-operate with 
any other bodies interested in the subject. 
The opinion is expressed that the time has 
come for more effective control of such 
films as are to be exhibited. A meeting of 
the committee is to be held to-morrow, 
when the position of affairs will be re- 
viewed. 

In the meantime, Sir Dawson Bates, 
Minister of Home Affairs, has got busy, 
and has made a regulation under the Civil 
Authorities Special Powers Act, giving 
power to prohibit the exhibition of any 
cinematograph film, and further prohibit- 
ing the possession of any gramaphone re- 
cord specified in any order that may be 
made. The regulation was published in 
last Friday’s Belfast Gazette, and has 
been made “' for the preservation of the 
peace and the maintenance of order ” in 
Northern Ireland. Under this regulation 
the police are authorised to enter any 
house or premises—if necessary, by force 
—where it is suspected that any cinema 
films or gramaphone records are kept in 
contravention of any order made wnder 
the regulation. 


FREE STATE COINAGE. 


In the Northern House of Commions to- 
morrow the question of the Free State 
comage circulating in the Six Counties 
will be raised by Mr. Byrne, Nationalist 
member for Falls. He has put down a 
question to the Minister of Finance, 
asking whether, in view of the volume of 
business and passenger traffic passing 
between the North and South, and also 
having regard to the coming of tourists 
from the other side of the border during 
the summer months, the Minister will use 
his influence with the Belfast Corporation 
to withdraw the present ban upon Free 
ros, coinage in payment of 'bus and tram 
ares. 

As all the banks accept lodgments of 
Free State coinage at their face value, the 
request seems vy é reasonable ; for no loss 
or inconvenience would result to the 
service. 

No doubt when the Finance Minister 
answers Mr, Byrne's question, he will 
say that he cannot interfere, as the 
matter is outside his jurisdiction, but the 
Council would do well to broaden its 
vision and do something for the con- 
venience of visitors. Tourists are not 
attracted by displays of narrow regula- 
tions.

Some time ago members of the Irish 
Society, the owners of the Lough under 
the Charles II. Charter, discussed the 
situation with members of the Free State 
i'xeecutive Council, and the suggestion was

COUNSEL FOR THE DEFENCE. 

Addressing the jury for the defence, Mr. 
Kingsmill-Moore said that the accused man’s 
face might be familiar to some of them; his 
name was familiar to all of them, and to 
every Irishman throughout the world. For 
three and a half vears he had been in the 
trenches, and he won the D.S.0. But the 
jury, in considering whether or not Captain 
Redmond was guilty of the second gravest 
felony, must forget all that, and must treat 
him as they would treat an ordinary man 
without reputation. That was the law. 

What was Captain Redmond’s object on 
this day? His object was to obtain certain 
documents in a box which was intended for 
Mr. Gwynn, who was writing a biography of 
his father—a filial and dutiful object. 

Accompanied by a lady, he called at 
Hunter’s Hotel, where he had one bottle of 
champagne. The lady had one glass, and he 
had the rest. That was the only evidence 
before them that Captain Redmond had any 
drink that day. There was not a fragment 
of evidence that he had any other drink, 
although, no doubt, the State had combed 
every public-house or other place where he 
could have had any. 

the jury had had the most complete evi- 
dence of his sobriety. They had had evidence 
of his having ordered a bottle of whiskey. 
and it was sworn to that Mr. Gwynn, on a 
later occasion, found that particular bottle 
unopened, and that it was not opened even 
then. 

They had had evidence of the nature of 
the roads over which Captain Redmond 
drove; and was it to be suggested that, had 
he the slightest effects of intoxicating drink 
upon him, he could have negotiated that 
rough and perilous road? At the house at 
Ashford at which he called to tender a word 
of sympathy Captain Redmond did not take 
or ask for a drink, and the woman to whom 
he spoke on that occasion conld only say 
that he was a little flushed: that was the 
only reason why she came to ‘the conclusion 
that he had had drink. 

“ STAMPED WITH PERJURY.” 

It was not a very pleasant thing for counsel 
to attack witnesses, said Mr. Kingsmill 
Moore; but he must say that the great 
portion of. the evidence for the State was 
prejudiced and stamped with the hallmark of 
perjury. it was an undoubted fact that the 
evidence given by the witnesses at the scene 
of the accident bore every mark of wicked 
mis-statement of the facts. The jury must 
have noticed the tendency of the evidence, in 


»nearly every instance he referred to, to colour 
‘and mis-state what happened. 


Counsel quoted the evidence of the elder 
O’Brien, who volunteered—what he believed 
would have an injurious effect on the case— 
a statement that ‘‘Captain Redmond did not 
use his brake until after the accident,’ 
though he afterwards admitted that he did 
not hear the screeching of the brake. Captain 
Redmond was out of the car in a minute; 
yet here they had a witness deliberately 
stating that he did not get out of the car 
for fivs minutes and did not turn it for 
ten minutes. 

The boy witness, O’Brien, showed un- 
mistakable bias, and his untruthfulness was 
made . nquestionable by the facts. The father 
of the boy, during his examination, had to 
be rebuked by his lordship. In his direct 
examination he volunteered the statement: 
‘I said nothing insulting to Captain 
Redmond.” No one up to that had mentioned 
that he had done so, and it was clearly in 
anticipation «f what would be proved that 
he blurted out that statement Bsc insult- 
ing Captain Redmond. Furthermore, O’Brien 
stated that he was “ cool and gentle,” and 
had given an account of what he could not 
have seen from his window. It was an 
atte’ . to bolster up a preposterously false 
case. 

ATTACK ON WITNESSES. 

Counsel, pointing to the gallery, said: ‘‘ Let 
the jury note those men and the witness 
Sheridan up there sheltering behind the 
IEA and ashamed to let their faces 
e seen by the jury.” 

Those witnesses, he said, were witnesses to 
falsehood, prejudices and perjury. They had 
improved on the evidence that they had given 
in the Court below, and the jury had it 
proved before them that one of these men 
was so prejudiced against motorists that he 
was heard distinctly using the word “ lynch- 


ing” as applied to Captain Redmond and 


the Cabinteely road. rue, that witness

QUESTION OF DRINK. 

If they had anything in their minds that 
the police officers and the other witnesses had 
made a story out of nothing, had come to 
court filied with prejudice and bias, then he 
asked the jury to reject their testimony on 
oath. 

The one witness, Miss Byrne, who saw 
Captain Redmond before the accident, nad 
known him sufficiently well previously to 
fcrm a certain conclusion on that day because 
of his flushed appearance. The words used 
by Captain Redmond to various people would 
in themselves suggest that Captain Redmond 
was ‘‘not himself.’ Surgeon Meade had told 
them that it was possible that the smeii of 
drink weéuld remain for several sours, but 
further than that he would not go. Dr. 
Magennis had stated that if Captain Red- 
mond took much drink, it would heighten his 
blood pressure, and that, he thought, was 
consistent with a smell of drink. 


POSITION OF THE CAR. 

If. as three witnesses had stated, counsel 
went on, the cyclist was two feet from the 
kerb when the collision took place, then they 
would be able to form a conclusive opinion 
as to the position of the motor car. The 
pool of blood on the road was two feet eight 
inches from the kerb, and the evidence was 
that, when thrown on to the car, the man’s 
body was carried a short distance and then 
fell on the road. They had been told tha: 
the car, at the moment of the impact, pulled 
away to its peepee side, and yet the pool of 
blood was only two feet eight inches from the 
kerb. The physical features of the case were 
very clear and could not be coloured. as Mr. 
Kingsmill Moore had suggested that other 
things had been coloured. 

It was idle to suggest, Mr. Yinlay added, 
that because Captain Redmond had his eye 
on the motor cycle he saw nothing else on 
the road. 

THE JUDGE’S ADDRESS. 

Charging the jary. 

Judge Shannon said that he was sure that 
Captain Redmond would receive a trial as 
fair as that of a humble motor driver. They 
were not to allow thoughts of what an 
adverse verdict might bring to Captain 
Redmond in connection with his social or 
political life; nor should they allow the ques- 
tion whether or not Cantain Redmond would 
have to pay compensation to dependents to 
enter their minds. 

Manslaughter was the unintentienal killine 
of a person without legal justification. If 
they found that Captain Redmond was 
guilty of gross negligence, which caused the 
death of the boy, then he was guilty of 
manslaughter. Again, if they decided that 
the negligence, ‘if any, of Captain Redmond 
was sufficient to demand the intervention of 
the law. then he was guilty of manslaughter. 

Did Captain Redmond omit doing some- 
thing that he should or would do if sober? 
If he was, in fact, by act or omission, guilty 
of the offence, they must find him guilty. 


THE MEDICAL EVIDENCE. 
The Judge then dealt in detail with the 
evidence regarding the condition of the 
accused man when the collision took place. 
There was evidence, he said, that Captain 
Redmond partook of portion of a bottle of 


champagne at 2 o'clock that day, and there

The jury would consider whether it was 
likely that the odour of that champagne 
would remain until 8.30 o’clock, and be per- 
ceptible, and on that point they had the 
testimony of the doctors, They were not 
lightly to disregard possibilities, and they 
must remember that the medical evidence 
showed that Captain Redmond might smell 
of champagne after the interval, especially 1f, 
as was stated, he had eaten leeks. 


STRAIN AND EXCITEMENT. 


They must also remember the strain, the 
excitement and the incidents associated with 
the collision. That Captain Redmond had 
the smel] of drink was admitted ; and that he 
was dazed and excited was not to be regarded 
as remarkable after the accident. That the 
charge of drunkenness was not entered up in 
the day book, naturally, had been relied on 
by the defence. It was, however, pointed out 
that it was not necessary that such a charge 
should be entered immediately; and they had 
the evidence of the subsequent entry that 
Captain Redmond left ‘‘sober.”” Whether 
that meant that he was not sober when he 
entered the barracks was, of course, quite 
another matter, 

It was for the State to show that Captain 
Redmond was intoxicated; it was not for him 
to prove that he was not. 


JURY THREE HOURS ABSENT. 


The jury retired at 6.25 p.m., and were 
away until 9.5 p.m., when a disagreement 
was announced. 

The judge asked whether there was any 
possibility of their reaching an agreement, 
and a negative answer was given. 

The jury were then discharged. 

Mr. Joseph O'Connor, senior counsel for 
Captain Redmond, asked that the re-trial 
should be heard at the Central Criminal 
Court, in order to facilitate his client 

The judge agreed, and the case will come 
on at the sittings of the Central Criminal 
Court, which opens on June 24th.

HUSBAND’S BODY IN RIVER. 


Mrs. Elizabeth Bousfield (28) and her three 
children, Margaret (8), Kenneth (35) and 
Harold (2), were found terribly injured 
vesterday at their home on the Wakefield 
wusing estate at Lupset. 

Later in the day Ernest Taylor Bousfield 
(30), a motor lorry driver, the woman's 
husband, was found drowned in the River 


| Calder, at Durkar, a few miles from Lupset. 


Mrs. Boustield- and her children had their 
heads battered, and a hatchet with which it 
is believed their injuries were inflicted was 
found near them in a bedroom. They were 
taken in s critical condition to Wakefield 
Hospital, with little hope of recovery. 

The discovery was made by a next-door 
neighbour, who, finding that there was 
nobody about at eleven o'clock in the 
morning, remembered hearing a moaning 
noise from Bousfield's house about. three a.m. 
She communicated with Bousfield’s married 
sister and brother-in-law, who live in an 
adjoining street, and an investigation was 
made. Bousfield is said to have been devoted 
to his wife and children. On Saturday night 
he was suspended by the firm with whom he 
was employed.

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RACING CYCLIST’S 
DEATH. 
EVIDENCE AT INQUEST. 


From Ovr OWN CORRESPONDENT. 
ATHY. Monday. 

‘* Death due to coma, caused by injury to 
the brain, caused by fracture to the base of 
the skull,’’was the evidence given by Dr. 
Cody, surgeon of Kildare Infirmary, at the 
inquest on the body of Peter Mooney, Dublin. 
who was killed last Saturday near Fontetewn 
Cross, when competing in the Athy motor 
cycle race. 

Mr. Thomas Masterson, road marshal, said 
that he was in charge at this corner, and 
saw two cyclists, No. 28 and No. 7, approach- 
ing. He saw No. 7 strike the bank, and 
No. 28 immediately went into the cloud of 
dust. Then he heard two terrific shrieks, 
and saw a head and shoulders in the air 
above the dust. Witness rushed to the scene 
with a St. John Ambulance man. Both men 
were unconscious when they were taken off 
the road. No. 28. witness afterwards learned, 
was Peter Mooney, of Dublin. 

Kevin McNally, St. John Ambulance, said 
that he was on duty at this cross on Satur- 
day and saw the crash. No. 7 came round 
the corner and crashed into the bank, and 
the machine rebounded. No. 28, coming close 
behind, appeared to crash into the machine. 
The two bicycles rebounded into the air, and 


the deceased man, No. 28, was thrown on to 


the road, his own machine falling on top of 
his head. 
“A DEATH TRAP.”’ 

A juror asked was there heavy dust, and 
the Coroner replied: “ There must have 
been." 

Juror—Then, it was a death trap 

Mr. C. W. Taylor, president of the club, 
said that the Committee did their best to get 
the dust spray prior to the race, but could 
not. As clerk of the course, he had arranged 
for marshals, doctors, St. John Ambulance 
men and notice boards, and, in addition, he 
had seen that each competitor was supplied 
with a copy of the rules. 

Mr. Mooney, father of the deceased man. 
who appeared deeply distressed throughout 
the hearing, asked how his son was allowed 


to ride in view of Rule 17; which allowed of 
no change of rider after the handicap was 


made out. He understood that his son was 
denutising for enother. 

Mr. Tavlor said that permission was granted 
for this by the Motor Union. 

Mr. Mooney--That rule was broken, then. 
If that rule had not been broken my son 
would he alive to-day. 


Mr. Taylor—We have decided never to 
hold the race again, and it is unnecessary to 


sav how deeply we regret this. 
Mr. Mooney—It may save other boys.

Viscounts Hailsham and Dunedin and 
Lords Warrington. Buckmaster and Thanker-

The jury in the action found that Woods 
was on his proper side of the road when the 
accident happened; that Davison was guilty 
of negligence which caused the accident, and 
that Woods was guilty of contributory 
negligence by not keeping a proper look out 
and having no light on his machine. They 
awarded £400 damages. 

Upon these findings Lord Chief Justice 
Moore declined tc enter judgment for either 
party. i 

Woods applied to the Court of Appeal in 
Northern Ireland that judgment be entered 
for him or a “ew trial ordered, but the Court 
of Appeal entered judgment for Davison. 

Woods now appealed to the House of 
Lords.

although on that occasion the French 
Government was entirely free from blame, 
Italian agitators have. been taking advan- 
tage of French hospitality to wage a sub- 
terranean war against the Duce. Finally, 
there is the old sore of Haute Savoie; 
and these three factors have combined to 
ignite the inflammable spirit of the 
Romagnan patriot. 

From the European point of view 
Signor Mussolini’s diatribes are disturb- 
ing; but, happily, the French are a 
philosophical race, and, secure in their 
superior strength, they refuse to take the 
Duce tragically. When Kaiser Wilhelm was 
strutting through Germany twenty years 
ago and hurling defiance at the world the 
situation was vastly different. He was 
backed by the most powerful army that 
Europe ever has known. A Tuscan 
audience delights in  rhodomontade. 
Every Italian orator indulges in it 
from time to time, but the trouble 
with Signor Mussolini is the fact 
that his efforts make remarkably good 
“copy,” and the newspapers report 
him in extenso. He has done excellent 
work in Italy, All Europe must be grate- 
ful to him, because he saved his country 
from Bolshevism in a peculiarly ugly 
form, and allowances must be made for 
his occasional adventures into offensive 
indjscretions. The Italian people have seen 
enough of war. While the Duce is de- 
lighting them with his wild challenges to 
the rest of mankind, they are going quietly 
about their business; for they are accus- 
tomed to his methods. So long as 
he contents himself with words nobody 
will be much the worse. If, and 
when, he begins to give effect to his threats, 
there will be plenty of time to deal with 
the situation. Italy is a member of the 
Council of the League of Nations and a 
party to the Kellogg Pact. Even Signor 
Mussolini cannot ignore the obligations 
(that have been incurred by his Govern- 
ment. : 


British Shipbuilding. 
Twelve years have gone since the 
Armistice, and the shipping industry has 
not recovered from the chaos into which 
the Great War plunged it. A dismal 
picture is painted in the annual report of 
the Chamber of Shipping of the United 
Kingdom. The year 1929 bore promise 
of better trade, and the Chamber looked 
forward ta conditions which would com- 
pare not unfavourably with those of 1913. 
As the year advanced, however, hopes 
gradually withered ; for freights began to 
decline during the summer, and a depres- 
sion, which continues, came with the 
autumn. In twelve months the freightage

fell 28 per cent., and during two months’ 


during the last two decades British men 
of business, whether home or colonial, 
have been hampered in their search for 
markets by polite expressions of regret 
from Westminster, which no American 
would tolerate from a United States Consul, 
The fruits of this unhelpful policy have 
been especially noticeable in South 
America, where the imports of motor cars 
show a deplorable weakness in British 
propaganda. Sugar, of course, is an 
exportable product from the colonies, but 
the same principle applies. We are 
convinced, that the public weal would be 
served better by experimental expenditure 
on imperial industries than by those vote- 
catching doles of which British politicians 
are so fond, At least, money thus spent 
would indicate a willingness to help those 
who are anxious to help themselves. 


French Bull-Fights. 


The forthcoming Joan of Arc celebra- 
tions at Melun have brought to light the 
fact that the morality of bull-fighting is 
an acute problem of French life. A series 
of these taurine combats had been 
arranged to provide money for cere- 
in honour of the maid of 
Domrémy, and a sufficient provision 
against charges of brutality was thought 
to have been made when the mise & mort 
and the presence of horses were excluded 
from the ring. It seems, however— 
according to the Special Correspondent of 
the Morning Post—that the courts in 1923 
decided tiat the bull was a domestic 
animal and, therefore, could not be re- 
garded as a suitable object of sporting 
attention, even if Le suffered no undue 
distress. If we may believe those who have 
experience of bull-fights, fought under the 
rules prescribed for Melun, such 
danger exists only for the toreador. 
Nevertheless, three hundred members of 
the Society for the Protection of Animals 
have undertaken to p““““nt these fights 
by force, if authority refuses to endorse 
their opposition. This determination 
deserves our respect, especially in view 
of the odium under which French sport 
is labouring at present. Recently un- 
toward scenes at Rugby matches in the 
Languedoc and the death of a player have 
demonstrated that all is not well with 
the national outlook in these matters. 
One observer ascribed such incidents to 
the fact that the Gallic crowds viewed 
Rugby as a modern development of the 
old bull-fight, at which the mise &@ mort 
was the order of the day. Thus, he 
claimed, a herd instinct, ever ready 
mentally with a pollice verso, seduced 
players and made the task of referees 
impossible.

‘Italy and France. 


After a triumphal tour of Tuscany, 
Signor Mussolini has returned to Rome. 
He addressed a series of meetings at 
Leghorn, Florence and elsewhere, and his 
speeches, which were outspoken and 
vehement, have given rise to much 
comment. Signor Mussolini is an honest 
man. Virtually alone among the states- 
men of Europe, he never takes the trouble 
to clothe his thoughts in the phrases of 
orthodox diplomacy ; and, however aggres- 
sive his language may seem to be, 
it is, at least, straightforward. It 
would be foolish to deny that his 
recent speeches have caused some un- 
easiness, particularly in France. At a 
time when the French Premier has been 
urging his fellow-countrymen to promote 


j the cause of world peace, and when M. 


Briand has been adumbrating his plan for 
a United States of Europe, the Italian 
Duce has been declaring urbi et orbí that 
youth must seek its destiny in arms. 
Italy’s young men, he announced, must 
not allow themselves to be softened 
be insidious propaganda. They must be 
ready at all times to defend the honour 
of their country, and, instead of reducing 
armaments, must take the fullest advan- 
tage of modern science to equip them- 
selves for a possible struggle. Addressing 
the world beyond Italy’s frontiers, Signor 
Mussolini declared that a choice must be 
made. The nations must decide between 
the simple alternatives of the Italian 
people’s *‘ precious friendship ” and their 


| ** stubborn enmity.” 


The whole tone of Signor Mussolini’s 
speeches indicates that they are directed 
primarily against France. Since the 
Fascist revolution eight years ago there 
has been a great deal of ill-feeling between 
Paris and Rome, In the first place, 
France supported the claims of Yugo- 
Slavia against Italy during the Fiume 
crisis. For obvious reasons the French 
were anxious that Italy should not 
become too strong in the Mediter- 
ranean. Again, when Signor Mussolini 
seized power a large number of 
Italians left the country. Some of them 


went of their own accord; others were 


forced to fly from Fascist vengeance, but 
with few exceptions they all took refuge 
in France. . Safe in the sanctuary. of the 
Republic, these men have been conducting 
a bitter campaign against the Fascist

ment has found its origin in the cafés of 
Paris and Nice, where unhappy émigrés 
brie aly: Dare’ Bi. plotting an 
planning for-Bigner, Meseoliai’s downfall.

steamers are in a sore plight, and share- 
holders in the steamship companies are 
compelled to resign themselves to lower 
dividends. Many causes contribute to the 
decline. The companies suffer to a large ex- 
tent from the various disorders that have 
affected all branches of British industry. 
Dockers’ wages are 140 per cent., and 
seamen’s wages 80 per cent., above their 
pre-war level, and operating costs are 
almost doubled, When Birmingham and 
Manchester competed successfully with the 
whole world, the shipping industry 
reflected the prosperity of Great Britain. 
Now the straight progress of British 
industry is. diverted by dissension; 
obsolete dogma and obsolescent machinery 
have contributed to the decline, and much 
of Britain’s manufacturing monopoly is 
in the hands of fresher and more enter- 
prising rivals, who, naturally enough, 
prefer to use their own ships for the 
carriage of their manufactures, Actually, 
says the report, trade has risen by 10 per 
cent, over its pre-war level, but this 
increase is balanced by a 32 per cent, 
increase in tonnage and the movement 
of ships. Far too many ships cumber the 
seven seas, and, for this reason, it is not 
altogether a matter for grief that the 
Clydeside and Queen’s Island stocks have 
remained comparatively idle for so long a 
period. Indeed, the main hope for the 
future of the shipbuilders seems to be in 
the intense competition between the great 
passenger While the ordinary 
freight companies and small passenger 
services suffer, the international tourist 
traffic calls for larger, faster and more 
luxurious liners. Yesterday the new 
White Star liner Britannic, the latest 
recruit to this class, left Harland and 
Wolff’s slips at Belfast for a trial cruise. 
Many experts think that this ship, which 
is equipped with enormously powerful 
motors, may snatch the “' blue riband of 
the Atlantic’’ from the German grasp. 
If her attempt is successful, at least one 
vessel will be unaffected by the general

RANGOON’S BIG LIST 
OF CASUALTIES. 


i 26 DEAD AND NEARLY 
700 INJURED. 
From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT, 
RANGOON, Monday (Midnight). 

It is now estimated that twenty-six 
persons were killed during Communal 
rioting here to-day. The figures given 
by the General Hospital about 9 p.m. 
were 276 indoor pationts and 300 outdoor 
patients. The casualties include mostly 
Andhres (Hindus). Apart from those 
mentioned several other persons were 
injured, and it is estimated that roughly 
one hundred persons received treatment 
elsewhere than at the hospital. 

The situation ..ow appears to have been 
brought under control and hopes are 
being catertained that there will be no 
recrudescence of the trouble to-morrow. 

Police are still patrolling the strects. 

HOW IT BEGAN. 

The rioting broke out early to-day 
bet seen Burmese and Andhra coolies as 
a sequel to the recent shipping strike, and 
took a communal turn this afternoon, 
when over five hundred Burmans, armed 
with lethal weapons, and led by priests, 
armed with daggers, paraded the streets 
hunting the Andhras and _ belabouring 
them severely, and also endeavouring to 
make f-~cible entry into the A~rhras’ 
quarters, 

The Andhras took shelter, indoors. 
According to one version the trouble arose 
owing to some of the Andhras abusing 
some Burmese coolies, who thereupon 
assaulted them. 

Bazaars and shops have been closed, 
and many offices are shutting early. 

The Andhras this morning attacked 
three Burmese newspaper offices, includ- 
ing that of the Sun, and did some 
damage. 

The loading and unloading of ships, and 
all other work on the wharves, 1s at a 
standstill, and the situation is still caus- 
ing concern to the police, who have not yet 
secured complete control.

POLICE STONED. 

Policemen on point duty near by came 
to his help. A mob of over five thousand 
Moslems then collected and threw stones 
at the police quarters, and the situation 
looked so serious that the police officers 
used their revolvers from their quarters 
in self-defence. 

It is known, so far, that fourteen 
persons were wounded by bullets and 
that one of those injured has since 
succumbed.

Ireland is to be the starting point of 
another trans-Atlantic flight; for Captain 
Kingsford-Smith has now decided to make 
his attempt from the Curragh, County 
Kildare, where a suitable  taking-off 
ground has been found. 

Over the week-end Captain Kingsford- 
Smith inspected a number of possible sites 
for the take-off of his machine, whith re- 
quires a long run. 

Baldonnel Aerodrome was found to be 
unsuitable, because the requisite length of 
a runway was not available there. He also 
visited the Curragh, but was not impressed 
by the place he inspected. 


AT THE PHCNIX PARK. 

Yesterday morning, however, acting on 
the suggestion of an intérested party, he 
visited the Fifteen Acres at the Phoenix 
Park, and this he found to come up to his 
requirements. 

Negotiations were: immediately entered 
into with the Free State Government, and, 
as a result, permission was given to him 
to make the start of his flight from the 
Fifteen Acres. 

In the afternoon a message was received 
from Major-General McNeill, of the Irish 
Free State Army, suggesting that he might 
find a suitable place near Brownstown, 
on the Curragh. Accompanied by 
Commandant G. Carroll, Commanding 
Officer of the Irish Free State 
Army Air Corps, and Colonel Charles 
Russell, Captain Kingsford-Smith then 
motored to the place indicated at the 
Curragh. 

This stretch of ground he found to be 
eminently suitable for his purpose. It 
provides a mile and a half of perfect run- 
way. The first mile slopes down slightly, 
while the succeeding half-mile is on a level 
which is just what he wanted. 


FURTHER WEST. 

In an interview with an [Irish Times 
representative last night just before he 
left to catch the mail-boat from Kings- 
town en route to London, Captain 
Kingsford-Smith said that he had defi- 
nitely decided to make his flight from 
Brownstown. It had a further slight ad- 
vantage over the Fifteen Acres of the 
Phenix Park in that it was twenty-five 
air miles further west. One of the draw- 
backs about the Fifteen Acres was that, 
immediately after the take-off, he would 
have to fly over the city, and this was an 
idea that he did not relish. 

He was pleased to announce that he 
had found an Irish navigator to complete 
his crew for the flight. He was Captain 
J. P. Saul, a master mariner, who was 
an observer in the Royal Air Force during 
the war, and since then has flown as a 
member of the Irish Aero Club, of which 
he is the Assistant Hon. Secretary. 

From his qualifications and experience, 
he judged that Captain Saul was one of 
the best men in the world that he could 
pick for this job. 


SAILED THE WORLD. 

At this juncture Captain Saul men- 
tioned that he had sailed the world, and 
recalled that one of his first long trips 
was made by him in the old sailing ship, 
the Belford, from Ireland to New York, in 
1915, It took them 85 days to make the 
trip, . 

“ And," added Captain Kingsford- 
Smith, ‘‘ we hope to do the same journey 
by air in about 35 hours.” 

é went on to say that they would 
carry 1,120 gallons of petrol stored in the 
main tank in the fuselage, the four wing 
tanks and the spare tank under the 
pilot’s seat. This was estimated to last 
them for 38 hours at a cruising speed of 
95 miles an hour. 

The machine he was using, he said, 
was the original Southern Cross, in which 
he has made all his big flights. It was 
at present in Amsterdam in the Fokker 
Works, - being reconditioned and the 
engines overhauled, and was even now 
wait‘ng for him to test it and take it 
over. 

He expected to be in Amsterdam 
within the next two days, when he would 
take the machine out on her preliminary 
test flights. He would then fly to 
Croydon, London, where some fittings had 
to be made. Immediately these were 
completed he would fly across to Ireland 
and carry. out the final trials before 
making his attempt. He thought that he 
would be in Ireland again im a fortnight. 


TALK WITH COL. FITZMAURICE. 

Talking about weather conditions, 
Captain Kingsford-Smith said that when 
he was in New York recently he had 
made a point of getting in touch with 
Colonel J. C. Fitzmaurice, D.F.C., the 
Irish airman, who accompanied Baron 
von Huénfeld and Captain Kohl when 
the Bremen made her crossing of the 
Atlantic from East to West. He had 
had a long talk with Colonel Fitz- 
maurice regarding the atmospheric and 
weather conditions they had encountered 


received some important § information 
which would come in very useful to him. 

It was his intention, he went on, ‘0 
make American territory on his flight, 
but that would only be the first part of 
it, for he hoped to fly across the American 
Continent to San Francisco. 

When he had finally reached San Fran- 
cisco he would be the first man to have 
flown completely around the world. Some 
men had flown around the globe by the 
Northern route, but he would have en- 
circled the earth in the proper manner, 
having crossed the Equator twice. 


THE *“ SOUTHERN CROSS.”’ 

His first flight was from San Francisco 
to Australia in 1928. In 1929 he had 
flown from Australia to England. He 
would be flying the same machine from 
England to Ireland for the start of his 
new venture. 

“ The Southern Cross ” was a machine 
with a romantic name, and an even more 
romantic history, that had already 
blazed a trail across the skies of the 
world for more than three-quarters of the 
circumference of the earth. _ 

Questioned as to what he thought of 
Ireland as “ the aerial hub of the uni- 
verse,” Capt. Kingsford-Smith said that 
her position gave her that place, which 
he had no doubt she would fill in the 
future when trans-Atlantic aviation had 
developed into a practical possibility. It 
was a country that, from what he had seen 
of it, abounded with natural aerodromes.

Our Golf Correspondent states :—The 
Ladies’ Open Championship will be 
pace next year at Portmarnocs. 

The decision to include Portmarnock in 
the rota, provided that the necessary per- 
mission was obtained from the committee 
of the club, was reached at the annual 
meeting of the Ladies’ Golf Union during 
the championship at Formby. Needless to 
say, that permission was at once granted, 
and so, for the first time in the history of 
the event, it is to be held in the South 
of Ireland. 

Only eight times in thirty-seven years 
has the championship been played in 
Ireland—at Portrush and Newcastle, 
County Down. It was at Newcastle in 
1899 that Miss” May Hezlet, now Mrs. 
Cramsie, won the title for the first time 
(she also won it in 1902 and 1907), and 
in the following year Miss Adair (Mrs. 
Cuthell) retained it for Ireland at West- 
ward Ho! As a matter of fact, during 
the period 1899-1907 the Misses Hezlet 
and Adair were almost invincible in the 
championship, Miss Hezlet winning it 
three times and Miss Adair twice. 


WORLD-WIDE INTEREST. 

The action of the Ladies’ Union in 
granting next year’s fixture to Dublin 
will be greatly appreciated by every golfer 
in Ireland, and for more reasons than 
one. The championship 1s of world-wide 
interest and importance for women 
eclfers, as was shown so often in recent 
years by the heavy attacks made on it 
by women golfers from America and from 
the Continent ; and with Portmarnock the 
venue for next year’s tournament the 
foreign invasion may be planned on even 
a bigger scale. 

The complete success of the Irish Open 
Championships at Portmarnock, and the 
publicity which the links derived there- 
from, - weighed considerably with the 
Ladies’ Union when the links was sug- 
gested by the Irish delegates for the 1951 
championship.

CAPTAIN REDMOND. 


JURY DISAGREE IN 
MANSLAUGHTER CHARGE. 


After a hearing lasting five days the 
jury disagreed yesterday in the case 
against Captain William A. Redmond, 
D.S.O., T.D. 

Captain Redmond was indicted for the 
manslaughter: of Thomas Murphy, of 
Priory road, Kimmage, on the Dublin- 
Bray road at Cabinteely on April 16th 
by knocking him down with his motor car. 

Judge Shannon, in his summing-up yes- 
terday, spoke for two and a half hours; 
Mr. Kingsmill-Moore, in the closing state- 
ment for the defence, addressed the jury 
for three hours, and Mr. (1. A. Finlay, 
reviewing the case for the prosecution, 
spoke for an hour. 

For two hours and forty minutes the 
jury were absenf considering their 
verdict, and at 9.5 p.m. announced a dis- 
agreement. They were then discharged, 
and, on the application of Mr. Joseph 
O'Connor, senior counsel for the defence, 
the re-trial was fixed for the sittings of 
the Central Criminal Court, which open 
on June 24th. 

Green Street Courthouse was crowded 
with people awaiting the verdict, and 
many had assembled outside. There was 
some cheering, hut the crowds were 
quickly dispersed by the police. :

WOUNDED POLE DIES IN 
GERMAN CUSTODY.

WARSAW, Monday. 

A frontier incident, in which two Polish 
frontier guards‘and some German officials 
were concerned, is reported from the 
Opalen, on the Vistula. According to the 
Polish report the German frontier guards 
fired several shots at the Poles, who re- 
turned the fire. In the fusillade one of 
the Polish frontier guards was wounded, 
and he and another Pole were seized by 
the Germans and taken to Marienwerder. 

As the result of an inquiry ordered after 
the incident, it has been established that 
the Pole, Liskiewicz, was wounded while 
still on Polish territory. Consequently, 
there was no question of the violation of 
German territory 

It is understood that the Polish Govern- 
ment is addressing a “ categorical pro- 
test ’’ to the German Government about 
the affair, and will demand the release of 
the men detained, the punishment of the 
guilty parties, and compensation. It also 
stated that Poland would be prepared to 
deal with the matter throw a mixed 
Polono-German Commission, which would 
conduct an inquiry on the spot. 


GERMAN ATTITUDE. 


From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
BERLIN, Monday. 

The Polish-German frontier incident has 
assumed a more serious aspect, owing to 
the death of one of the Polish officials from 
the wound he reccived in the affray. 

The German Foreign Office maintains 
that the Poles were entirely to blame, as it 
was they, and not the Germans, who 
crossed the frontier and began the shoot- 


ing. 

Both the German and Polish Govern- 
ments are awaiting official reports of the 
affair before taking diplomatic action, 
which, as far as Germany is concerned, 
will consist of lodging a protest in Warsaw 
against such raids into German territory.

THE COAL BILL 
REVISED.

The Times of to-day observes in a leading 
article :—The House of Lords has completed 
its amendment of the Coal Mines Bill, and 
the third reading will be taken to-morrow. 
Some of the alterations are large, and not all 
of them are desirable. In intention none of 
the amendments is hostile to the essential 
purposes of the bill, but some would, in fact, 
so interfere with the plan of reorganisation 
as to make its success extremely doubtful. 

The presence in the second chamber of 
many members with expert knowledge of the 
coal industry was a guarantee that the dis- 
cussions would be well-informed: At the 
same time, howrver, that they exposed the 
weak and undesirable proposals of the 
measure, they also revealed the bias of an 
important section of the owners against the 
methods of reorganisation the bill would 
enforce. The coal-owners themselves are not 
all of the same mind, and the divergences of 
interest and of opinion made a natural 
appearance in the debates. 

The one really drastic change made by the 
Lords (adds The Times) was the elimination 
of the provisions for constituting a Coal 
Mines Leorganisation Commission, charged 
with the duty of promoting and assisting the 
amalgamation of undertakings, and, if 
necessary, the preparation ot schemes for 
submission to the Railway and Canal Com- 
mission for confirmation. In the judgment of 
the House of Lords, it is better that these 
powers should be entrusted to the Board of 
Trade rather than to a Reorganisation Com- 
itission specially created and having this 
single function. 

But the House of Lords made this change, 
knowing that it would not be accepted by tie 
Government. The House of Commons may, 
therefore, be expected to restore the Com- 
mission to its place in the bill. It is, how- 
ever, to be hoped that the Government Will 
treat the Lords amendments with discrimina- 
tion, and give fair consideration to those 
which, not impairing the objects of the bill, 
have been dictaied by anxiety for the 
prosperity of the industry.

It is learned here that the suit which 
has been entered by the Bank of Portuzz! 
against a London firm, which, on the 
strength of documents purporting to come 
from the Bank of Portugal, but alleged 
to be forged, provided the Bank of 
Portugal with notes circulated through 
the Banco de Angola e Metropole, will be 
heard in London on July 16th next. 

The Bank of Portugal states that, in 
order to save its credit, it accepted these 
notes to the value of 98,000,000 escudos 
(about £900,000). The assets of the Banco 
de Angola e Metropole are not expected to 
vield more than 50,000,000 escudos (about 
£460,000), and the claim of the Bank of 
Portugal is for compensation for the un- 
covered balance of about £440,000, in 
addition to the expenses, legal and other, 
connected with the prosecution of the pro- 
moters of the forgeries. No claim is made 
for moral damages.

IMPORTANCE OF A SENSE 
OF PERSPECTIVE. 

Mr. Wedawood-Benn, Secretary of 
State for India, said that 1t was me 
portant’ to maintain a sense of per- 
spective in regard to events in India. In 
spite of what had happened, the vast 
majority of people in India—and 
certainly in the rural areas—pursued, day 
by day. their functions under settled and 
ordered government. Few countries in 
the world had, in the matter of external 
trade, a better showing than India. Last 
vear’s Budget showed a balance on the 
right side, and this year’s Budget would 
show a balance, and, perhaps, a surplus.

THE DISTURBANCES. 

On the subject of the disorders in India 
Mr. Wedgwood-Benn said that disturb- 
ances had in the main been confined to 
urban districts, and, generally speaking, 
the Mohammedans had held aloof from 
them. The disturbances were sporadic 
rather than general. Peshawar had been 
quiet since April 23rd, and the tribal 
situation in the neighbourhood was greatly 
improved.

TRIBUTE TO SECRETARY OF

Informe- 
tion that he had himself received from India 
confirmed the judgment of the Secretary of 
State, that the disorders were sporadic and 
showed no general movement against the 
British Raj. The riots seemed generally to 
have begun in some insignificant local dispute, 
which was worked on by unscrupulous agents 
in an attempt to provoke a general rising 
against the British Empire and the Govern- 
ment of India.

He suggested that the Government of India 
might make use of wireless for the dis.

of India to the other that the Viceroy had 
heen recalled by the British Government. 
and had escaped from Simla, disguised as a 
woman. (Laughter. ) 

While recognising that law and order must 
he restored and maintained, people ought not, 
he urged, to be rattled by what was going on 
in India, or by the difficulties and doubts 
of the future, but should press on steadily 
with the programme to which all three 
parties had expressed agreement. ‘‘ A dog.” 
he said, “may bark, but the caravan of the 
British Empire goes en.” (Cheers. ) 

Sir A. Knox said that it was essential that 
we should show that we were top dog in 
India. 

_. A LABOUR DEMAND. 

Mr. Fenner Brockwav, Labour member for 
Levton, who had on the paper a motion to 
reduce the Secretary for India’s salary by 
£100, attacked the Government's policy in 
India. He laid down three essential points :-- 
(1) A defimte declaration of ultimate full 
responsible Government for India; (2) an 
amnesty for political prisoners, and (3) a 
round-table conference representative of 
Tndia and this country.

The Archbishop of Malta and the Bishop 
of Gozo cireulated to the Press to-day a 
Memorandum, dated the 10th, which the 
bishops have sent to the Governor in reply to 
the Ministers’ Memorandum. 

They qualify the Ministers’ Memorandum 
as a string of m resentations, and deny 
the existence of an abnormal! situation which 
would justify the staying of the elections. 
They describe the Ministerial arguments on 
the point as utterly inaccurate and mislead- 
ing, and contend that the Joint Pastoral does 
not enjoin the faichful to vote for the 
Nationalists on religious grounds; but they 
claim the right to forbid the faithful to vote 
for Lord Strickland or to second his candi- 
dates, because, they say, his policy is against 
the rights and discipline of the Church. It 
is asserted that no hint is made in the Joint 
Pastoral as to which party the faithful are 
te vote for. 

_The Bishops qualify as captious the in- 

sinuation as to the anti-British activities of 

the Nationalist Party, with which Ministers 

associate the Bishops, and they deny partisan 

motives in ist Government organs. 
THE JOINT PASTORAL. 

They resent the Ministerial contention of 
the illegality of the Joint Pastoral, and argue 
that. since civil tribunals are justified in 
depriving candidates. of civil rights for mis- 
demeanour, bishops likewise feel that the 
rights and liberties of thet electorate are in 
no way infringed when the ecclesiastical 
authorities point out to their flocks that a 
candidate or candidates do not offer a suffi- 
cient guerantee for the safeguarding of 
religious interests. 

They stigmatise in the strongest terms the 
attempt of Ministers “to represent to the 
Imperial anthorities” that their Joint Pastoral 
constituted an attempt against the very 
foundations of constitutional government, 
and that but for the privilege of immunity 
which the bishops enjoy they would 
been amenable to the operation of the law 
and the jurisdiction of the law courts. They 
resent the implication that under present 
circumstances it is impossible to be Catholic 
and at the same time loyal to the oath of 
office to the King, Their action, they say, 
was that adopted by the Church throughout 
all the ages. 

“In putting these remarks before Your 
Excellency,’’ ‘he communication concludes. 
“the Bishops take the liberty of emphasising 
the responsibility attaching to your un- 
qualified support of Ministers whose action in 
suspending the elections, whilst at. the same 
time remaining in power and tendering their 
advice, is a flagrant violation of the Cor- 
stitutton, which even governors are bound 
to respect and obey.”’

CS LONDON, Monday. 
_In an interview with Reuter’s representa- 
tive to-day, Sir Augustus Bartolo, the Maltese 
Minister of Education, and Deputy of Lord 
Strickland, who has arrived in London to see 
the Colonial Office and also to attend the 
Imperial Press Conference, explained the con- 
stitutionalist standpoint in Malta. 

The real situation in Malta to-day, he said, 
was political, and not religious, and it must 
not forgotten that both Lord Strickland 
and himself were staunch Catholics, as, in- 
seed, were a hundred per cent. of the popu- 
lation of Malta. It was really a fight between 
the Nationalists and the Constitutionalists, 
the latter assisted by Labour. 

The Nationalists had so far monopolised, 
not only the political situation, but the whole 
of public life in Malta. The Nationalists had 
always, as a last resource, made an’ appeal 
to the religious feelings of the Maltese and 
to the authority of the Church in an en- 
deavour to enlist its support for the cause. 
“ I would not say,” continued Sir Augustus, 
‘ that either the Vatican or the ecclesiastical 
authorities in Malta are deliberately helping 
this oause, but the result of their action 
undoubtedly leads to this. , 

‘The Constitutionalists and their Labour 
allies stand for Maltese nationality, lan- 

uage traditions and the development of 
Malta as a self-governing unit of the British 
Commonwealth on the lines of British culture, 
standards and ideas. Religion does not enter 
into the question at all. The postponement 
of the elections by order of the Governor was

the uupreceden nd unparalleled situation 
created by the Joint Pastorals of the Bishops 
of Malta and Gozo, forbidding the people 
to vote for Constitutionalists under penalty 
of mortal sin, and directly or indirectly en- 
joining the population to vote for the 

‘ationalists. This amounted to the destruc- 
tion of the freedom of the electorate, and 
therefore of the very essence of constitu- 
tional self-government, 

SAVING THE CONSTITUTION. 

The Constitution had to be saved from this 
violation, and the only way to save it was 
to postpone the elections until such time as 
normal conditions would be restored, so as to 
allow the people the fullest freedom to exer- 
cise their political franchise without any re- 
Strictions from any quarter whatever. 

‘The avowed reason for the steps taken by 
the Government was the interest of public 
safetv. For there was danger, not only to 
Malta, but to the democracy of the whole 
Einpire, and also to the defence of the 
Empire as a whole, because it was incon- 
ceivable that there should be any outside 
interference in the elections and the choice 
of Government of one of the most strategical 
important fortresses of the Empire. 

Speaking with full responsibility, I say 
that there is not a shadow of doubt that 
Italy has cast very hungry eyes on Malta, 
anJ that if the oft-talked of scheme of the 
revival of the old Roman Empire has any 
‘neaning at all, Malta is designed as the pivot 
of it. It is the general idea throughout Italy 
that Malta is /talia irredenta, which is, of 
course, absurd. But the result of the pacific 
Italian penetration of Trieste, etc., should be 
an eye-opener to those whose duty it is to 
guard the great Imperial fortress in the 
heart of the Empire’s main artery, and leave 
nothing undone to prevent the creation of 
such an international atmosphere as would 
make it possible for Ttaly at any time to lay 
Claim to the island. 

Of course, it takes two to make a bargain, 
and the Maltese, who, of their own tree 
will and authority, gave themselves up to 
Britain over a century ago, will not permit 
any bargain behind their backs cs against 
their interests. The Maltese Ministers have 
done their duty to the King and the Empire, 
and so has His Majesty’s Government in 
London. 

What we claim is that there should be no 
conflict between our duties to the Church 
and to the Crown. Like that of the main 
architect of Catholic Emancipation, whose 
centenary has just been held, all that we 
claim is to take our religion from Rome end 
our politics from home, of course to the utter 
exclusion of political interference from an 
quarters on matters that are purely spiritua 
and religious. That, after all, is the real 
relation ween Church and State that nas 
existed in Multa since the beginning of the 
British ryle—namely, absolute independence 
Hay authority within its own sphere of 
action.

AUTHORITIES BLAME THE 
SIGHTSEERS.

Irresponsible spectators, rather than 
civil disobedience voluntéers, have béen 
responsible for most of the disorder whitch 
has accompanied the raids on the Wadala 
Salt Dépét, says & communiqué issued by 
the Bombay Government: i 

This statement declares that large 
numbers of sightseers have assembled at 
Wadala during raids on the depot by Con- 
gress volunteers, and that these persons 

ave been responsible for the greater part 
of the disorders which have ensued. 

ORDERLY VOLUNTEERS. 

The volunteers, says the communiqué, 
conduct - themselves in “ more or less 
orderly fashion,” and are subject to a 
certain degree of discipline, whereas in 
past raids the spectators have lost control 
of themselves and rushed on the salt pans 
at many points, stealing any salt on which 
they could lay their hands. Moreover, 
the violence, stone-throwing and the use 
of sticks which has occurred has been 
almost entirely the work of sightseers. 

It has, therefore, become necessary, 
adds the Government, to issue a warning 
that the police will be fully justified in 
ham. whatever force may be necessary to 
1epel such so-called sightseers, and that 
in future they will do so. All peaceful 
citizens should, therefore, refrain from 
going anywhere near Wadala while these 
raids on the salt dépét continue.

STATEMENT IN HOUSE OF

Mr. Wedgwood-Benn, Secretary for 
India, replying to Colonel

Gandhi, who was interned under the 
Bombay reguilatiéns, afforded no analogy 
for the treatment of persons convicted and 
sentenced under the ordinary law. The 
general question of the conditions govern- 
ing thé treatment of political prisoners 
had been recently revised by the Central 
Government in consultation with official 
opinion and the Central and local Legis- 
latures. As far as he was aware no revi- 
sion of the sentences of six months and 
upward was contemplated.

Mr. . Wedgwood-Benn, in reply to 
Captain Peter Macdonald (Conservative), 
who asked whether he had received any 
complaints respecting the censorship by 
the Government of India of despatches 
from correspondents there of British news- 
papers, said that he had himself received 
only one such complaint, but, in view of 
misapprehensions on the subject, he 
should like to say that as a result of con- 
sultations with the Indian Government, 
there was not, and there never had been, 
any censorship over the air mails to this 
country. He had ascertained that, except 
for a time at Peshawar, where the condi- 
tions were exceptional, interference with 
telegraphic messages was confined to those 
intended to further the civil disobedience 
movement. 

Commander Kenworthy. asked if Mr. 
Benn could make any statement with re- 
gard to the undoubtedly false messages 
coming from India, which seemed to be 
passed by usually reputable agencies such 
as Reuter.

ARRESTED MAN, 
FURTHER POLICE 
DISCOVERIES.

COLOGNE, Monday. 
Despite the reticence of the police, it is 
already becoming evident that Kuerthen has 
in all probability. committed. eight out of 
the nine “ Ripper’’ ‘murders which have so 
terrified the district of Duesseldorf for many 

months past. 
Kuerthtn has stated that his first victhn 
was a nine-years-old girl, Rosa Ohliger, 
whose dead body .was found on. February 
10th, 1929, lying near a church in Flingern, 
the part of Duesseldorf in which Kuerthen 
and his wife lived. During the absence of 
his wife, who was employed in a restaurant, 
Kuerthen, according to his own statement, 
enticed the little girl to an attic, choked her 


to dwath, and carried her body to the spot 


where it was later found. Here he poured 
petrol over it, covered it with branches, and 
then set the pyre alight. 

‘ SEVEN OTHER MURDERS. 

All circumstances point to this statemont 
being correct, and there are reasons for 
believing that his confessions as regards the 
other seven murders are also correct. The 
murders were all committed in the vicinity’ 
of Flingern, all the -victims being first 
stunned and then stabbed in the same 
manner. Kuerthen’s well-known knowledge 
of the district assisted him to select spots 
where he could commit the crimes un- 
observed. 

His account of the murder and burial of 
Maria Hahn, for example, was quite 
credibl®. He said that he stabbed her 
on the way from the Stinder Muehle 
Café, hid her body for that night, 
and buried it the next night. 
The shovel with which he said he had dug the 
grave was found under some rubbish near his 
his room, where he said it would be found, 
and in his room were discovered fifteen 
“wind jackets” (short rainproof coats), all 
very much cleaned with chemical prepara- 
tions. 

This is held to prove that he had frequently 
returned home with bloodstained clothes, and 
that he cleaned them probably before his 
wife returned hcme from the restaurant 
where she worked in the early hours of the 
morning. 

Kuerthen is well known to the police as 
a hardened criminal and a man of low moral 
character. In 1905, when only sixteen, he 
was sentenced to a short term of imprison- 
ment for theft—his first offence. On being 
released he séains to have commenced a life 
of crime, 

Before the end of 1905 he had committed 
no less than thirty-four further thefts, for 
which he was sentenced to seven years’ penal 
servitude. In 1933 he was again sentenced: to 
six years’ imprisonment for theft and forgery. 

He is known to be an extremely clever 
man, but a man without the slightest con- 
sideration for the feelings of others. To 
obtain his desires he resorted to all sorts of 
cruelty, and eight times he has been im- 
prisoned for acts of cruelty against human 


beings, His morals are of the lowest type.

The links at Portmarnock were yesterday 
bathed. in brilliant sunshine duri the 
Scratch Score competition, with whi the 
irish Ladies’ Championship meeting is opened, 
and seldom were the prospects for this annual 
tournament brighter than at the moment.

RUGBY CONTROVERSIES IN NEW 
7EALAND, 


The British Rugby tour oí New Zealand 
is not without its sensation, as a keen con- 
troversy is raging round the methods of the 
New Zealand team, notably the principle of 
the wing forward. 

Mr. James Baxter, a past President of the 
Rugby Union, and now the manager of the 
British team, has already stated that, in his 
opinion, the wing forward—who, by the way, 
is a vastly different person from the English 
wing forward—involves methods which are 
not on the border-line of obstruction, but 
over it, and yesterday at Wellington he had 
gone further and described him as a “‘ de- 
liberate cheat.” 

New Zealand, of course, has been startled 
by this latest accusation, and Mr. J, Arniel, 
President of the Auckland Rugby Union, 
says that ‘‘ Mr. Baxter’s statement is alto- 
gether too sweeping. I think Mr. Baxter has 
forgotten himself. He is very ill-advised to 
make such a charge.” 

Mr. Dean, Chairman of the New Zealand 
Union, says that he will reply to Mr. Baxter's 
accusations later. 

In view of the controversy of the wing for- 
ward play in New Zealand, it is pointed out 
by a well-known New Zealand Rugby player, 
that this type of play is entirely misunder- 
stood by the British Rugby player, and also 
by the British critics. The New Zealand 
wing forward does not pack in the scrum, 
and he has no counterpart in British Rugby. 
The New Zealand wing forward in the first 
case puts the ball in the scrum, and follows 
its course until it comes out. If the oppos- 
ing side gets it, then he tackles the scrum 
half, and it is here that the suggested un- 
fairness creeps in. An experienced wing 
forward is so fast in following up that the 
opposing scrum half has very iittle chance 
of getting the ball away. e suggestion 
that his play is entirely obstructive is against 
all the tenets of the New Zealand Rugby 
game. New Zealanders regard the wing for 
ward as being of the most vital importance.

Peggy O'Neill in a Romance of To-day and Yesterday : A “Different” 


Revue at the Royal :

A Fine Play Adequately Acted at the

THE GAIETY THEATRE. 


"WHEN DREAMS COME 
TRUE.”’ 


Tt was no doubt a tribute to the personal 
popularity of Miss Peggy O'Neill that so 
many folk attended the Gaiety Theatre last 
night for the presentation by this actress of 
her new play ‘When Dreams Come True,” 
which is having a preliminary try-out before 
going to London. 

The production is a rollicking comedy, 
three-fifths of which is devoted to life behind 
the lines in the Great War. These are inset 
between a prologue and epilogue of present 
date. . 

The story concerns Captain Robert Blake, 
who is called home by cable from Australia. 
He arrives to find that his sister, a bit of 
of a snob and afflicted with nerves, wants 
him to prevent her son from marrying a little 
French girl, who works in a shop, and who, 
therefore, must be utterly impossible. The 
uncle is advice to the boy is to “marry the 
giri and secure happiness ’’; in support of his 
suggestion he tells of an episode that occurred 
in billets in France, where he had won, only 
to lose, the love of a French girl. The 
recital of this story forms the material for 
the next three scenes. There is a _ typical 
squad of ‘‘Tommiies,”’ including a big. 
laughing Irishman, with a brogue one could 
cut; a Mile End road Jew, a millionaire 
ranker, a hard-blown veteran or two, and a 
veritable ‘‘ bad man,’’ named Smith. This 
latter gentleman is rather outspoken in his 
opinions, and has some delectable things to 
say about being billetted at a deserted farm. 
When, however, the ancient tenant of the 
farm—a veteran of the war of 1870—returns 
and brings with him his grand-daughter, 
the conditions are transformed. The 
girl, who chatters in mixed English and 
French, with here and there a bit of 
an Irish brogue, is Peggy O'Neill, and 
she is still the girl of the ‘‘ Peg o' my Heart 
days. She flirts and romps with the men, 
but loses her heart to the tall Capitaine— 
the gentleman: “so long.” Her dreams, 
however, are rudely shattered at the moment 
of her greatest happiness. 

The epilogue brings the girl Jeannie to the 
Blake-Wellington house, and here she meets 
once again her Captain, and the play ends 
on a happy note. 

The play is a ‘‘ one man’’ show, the ‘“‘man’’ 
in this case being Miss Peggy O'Neill, who, 
as has been stated above, makes her study 
of Jeannie a bundle of tricks and impishness 
—almost a burlesque. She receives splendid 
support from James Raglan as Captain Blake, 
Shaun Desmond as Corporal O'Connor, 
Kenneth Carlisle as Smith, and others in a 
well-chose ncast.

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A FILM OF THE WEEK. 
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-“ SUCH MEN ARE 
DANGEROUS.” 


Elinor Glyn’s novel has provided material 
ior a very interesting sound film, which, 
under the title, “ Such Men are Dangerous,”’ 
Is showing at the Metropole Cinema this 
week. In relating the story the producers 
have kept pace in lively fashion with modern 
happenings, and the action is always kept 
within the bounds of reality. : 

The story itself is that of a beauty who, on 
the very day of her marriage, runs away 
from her husband because she realises—after 
the ceremony—that her millionaire husband 
has ngs 4 bought her as he would buy any- 
thing else he desired. Fired with ambition 
for money and power, her husband has ap- 
parently no soft spot in his composition. The 
desertion of his wife on their marriage day 
is consequently a frightful Slow to his pride, 
and he immediately plans a devastating re- 
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venge. He arranges his affairs and 
hurriedly departs on an aeroplane, from 
which he mysteriously disappears during its 
voyage across the Channel. The “shots ” 
during this episode are thrilling. His dis- 
appearance causes a fearful upheaval in 
financial circles, but, though dead to the 
world, he turns up at a famous hospital, 
under an assumed name, and has an opera- 
tion in plastic surgery performed which com- 
pletely transforms his appearance. This is 
part of his revenge, as he cultivates the arts 
of the philanderer and man about town, and 
returns to Paris to woo and win the wife who 
had left him. The story is well developed 
and interest maintained to the end, which is 
not too obvious. 

The part of the financier is played by Warner 
Baxter, who gives a fine study of the dual 
character. Qpposite him is Catherine Dale 
Owen, who looks and acts her part with quiet 
conviction. The supporting cast is first rate. 
The dialogue is clean and elever and the 
action well sustained. It 1s a film which will 
be much enjoyed. 


THE GATE THEATRE. 
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A TRANSLATION BY THE 
POET LAUREATE.

When Mr. John Masefield chose the Nor- 
wegian play, “Ann Peddersdotter,’’ for 
translation into English he found something 
very closely akin to his own early dramatic 
works; in effect ‘‘'The Tragedy of Nan “" is 
also the tragedy of Ann. There are, or were 
in the sixteenth century, no “‘gaffers”’ in 
Norway, but it was then found that their 
absence made little or no difference to the 
course of true love. There is witchery in 
love in any event; the only difference is that 
women were burned for the crime in the 
sixtenth century and outlawed in the nine- 
teenth. : 

Ann Peddersdotter had as a child lived in 
the house of Herlofs-Marte with her mother. 
Her father had been the friend of Pastor 
Absolon Beyer, who had befriended her 
mother and herself. and who had afterwards 
married her. From the moment his eves had 
beheld her “he had burned,’ he said, and 
his love led him to conceal the witcheraft 
alleged to have been practised by her mother. 
When his twenty-six-vear-old son returns 
from Wittenburg a Master of Theology it 
is to find that his step-mother is but twentv- 
two. He enters, too, upon a scene in which 
Herlofs-Marte is being burned at the stake 
after capture in the Pastor’s house. As in 
so many plays, youth calls to youth; Ann 
captures Martin, and by willing the Pastor's 
death brings that about, as her mother had 
been alleged to*have done before. In the 
final scene Ann is denounced as a witch, and 
upon being put to the test of touching the 
corpse she confesses. The stake is not far off. 

Krom the moment the curtain rises the 
atmosphere is such as to induce a belief in 
the potency of witchcraft. Wiers Jensen 
and John Masefield had provided a text in 
which the Gate Theatre Company could 
give of its best, and magnificently has it 
taken advantage of the opportunity. The 
spell was of such power that only intervals 
aided to alleviate, but not break, its com- 
plete control. The actors were quite obviously 
gripped by their text, and the audience was 
actually spell-bound for two-and-a-half hours. 
In short. ““The Witch” is at once the most 
powerful and the most perfectly staged and 
acted play that the Gate Theatre has yet 
produced. 

The language of the play is most certainly 
the lancuage of John Masefield of twenty years 
ago; most of it might have been inserted in 
“The Widow in the Bve Street ” without in- 
congruity. The drunken outburst of Pastor 
Johannes in the house of Pastor Albsolen, in 
the second act, suggested a sojourn in “' The 
Daffodil Fields’ before his visit to the 
diocesan synod. If his speech be that of 
““the late sixteenth centurv, it can be said 
with historical accuracy that Eliza Doolittle 
is a twentieth century survival. The language 
is at all times vigorous, with a pulsating 
rhythm that is a delight in days of anemic 
speech and Gatling-gun repartee. 

The acting was at every point adequate to 
such a fine play. From the magnificently 
contrived and controlled crowd scene in the 
first act to the choir of Bergen Cathedral at 
the end every word and every movement was 
given its fullest value Thrice Mrs. May 
Carey, as the Pastor’s mother, Marete Bever, 
really thrilled the audience: when she pre 
pared to go to the burning in the first act, 
when she opened the third act, and when she 
denounced her daughter-in-law at the end. 
Her performance had a sustained power which 
carried the hatred of the old woman into the 
very fibre of one’s being. As Absolon Beyer 
Mr. Hilton Edwards portrayed that con- 
science-stricken and devout man with an 
artistry that left nothing more to be desired. 
As the extent of his wrong-doing gradually 
forced itself upon his mind he slowly faded, 
until his death at the word of his wife was 
only what might have been anticipated. Mr. 
Michael MacLiammoir’s Martin Beyer had in it 
just the correct touch of “ the wisdom of the 
world hath made me sad.” At Copenhagen 
and Wittenburg he had absorbed the 
Lutheran teaching in all its austerity, but 
however willing the spirit the flesh weakened. 
May be it was witchcraft that weakened it, 
but full knowledge of later days will enable 
audiences to understand that other forces 
were also active. In acting he allowed all 
that to appear. in Miss Coralie Carmichael’s 
Ann there was lacking that glamour that 
would have made her acting come close to 
genius. It was, nevertheless, probably the 
best work that she has yet done in Dublin. 

Two small parts deserve to be especially 
mentioned, the ascetic Laurentius of Mr. 
Hubert Duncombe, and the alcoholic Johannes 
of Mr. P. P. Navyr, both of which were de- 
lightful. In Mr. Nayr the Gate would seem 
to have ciscovered one who may become an 
excellent comedian; but, as all parts were 
splendidly played, individualisation is un- 
necessary. . 

The production, lighting, stage settings and 
costumes by Messrs. Edwards and MaclLiam- 
moir, are so perfectly in accord with the 
spirit of the play, and so satisfying in them- 
selves, that they deserve to be studied. The 
whole play and staging should not be missed.

TEACHING. OF IRISH.

Dr. Douglas Hyde presided at the annual 
meeting’ of the Irish Literary ‘Society, held 
in University College, Dublin, last night, 
when there was a large attendance. 

In the course of an address, entitled “ The 
Question of the Irish-speaking Areas.” Mr, M- 
Heaney, auditor, said that the past vear was 
the most profitable that the Society had ever 
had, The life or death of the Irish. nation 
depended on the solution of the Gaeltacht 
question, and because of neglect in the past, 
a solution was urgently needed now. ‘The 
Irish language. was the one connecting link 
with their ancestors that was left to the 
Trish people. It was a noble heritage, but. it 
was vanishing like the snow under the sun. 
A friend of his who had spent thirty vears 
working in the Gaelic League had said to 
him lately that the Gaelic langnage was 
destined to die unless it would be saved by 
the youth of the present time.

Commission, the speaker said that it was 
clear from the statements given in that report 
that emigration was heaviest from the Gaclic- 
speaking areas. The position was worse than 
it was when the Free State was established. 
In addition to the damage caused by emigra- 
tion, transport, newspapers and other 
agencies were spreading English throughout 
the Irish-speaking districts. It was useless
